16 (/P)—Un­ 
der the terms of the twentieth 
amendment to the constitu tion 
Speaker John N. Gam er, t h e 
vice-president-elect, wou ld have 
b een elevated to the presidency 
had Franklin D. Roosevelt b een 
felled b y an assassin.

Chicago, Feb . 16 CP)—For the 
second time in history an assas­ 
sin has fired at a Roosevelt— 
withou t fatal resu lts. 
Last night a t Miami, Fla., 
President-elect F r a n k l i n D. 
Roosevelt narrowly missed b eing 
shot as the b u llets m eant for 
him stru ck fou r other persons. 
In 19 12 at Milwau kee, Wis., the 
manu script of a speech he was 
ab ou t to make and an eyeglass 
saved former President Theodore 
Roosevelt from w hat wou ld pos­ 
sib ly have b een a fatal wou nd. 
The Milwau kee shooting oc­ 
cu rred on Octob er 14 du ring the 
presidential campaign of 
19 12 
when the former president was 
a candidate on the Progressive 
ticket. 
He had ju st left his hotel to 
address a political meeting and 
was standing in his au tomob ile 
acknowledging cheers of adm ir­ 
ers when John Schrank, New 
York saloon keeper, stepped for­ 
ward and fired. 
The b u llet stru ck Roosevelt in 
the b reast b u t it was deflected 
when it hit the b u lky m anu ­ 
script and the eye glass. Al­ 
thou gh he was wou nded Roose­ 
velt made his speech. Afterward 
he came to Chicago and was in a 
hospital for a week. Schrank was 
committed to the hospital for 
the insane at Oshkosh, Wis. 
Assassins of presidents have 
all paid the su preme penalty for 
their crimes. John Wilkes Booth, 
the actor, who stepped ou t on 
the stage of Ford’s theatre at 
Washington on 
the night of 
April 14, 1865 to fire a fatal shot 
at President Lincoln, was shot 
to death himself 12 days later at 
Fredericksb u rg, Va., b y Sergt. 
Boston Corb ett of the United 
States army. Fou r others, in­ 
clu ding one woman, were con­ 
victed of implication in the as­ 
sassination and were hanged.

Ithaca, N. Y., Feb . 16 (/P)—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, wife of 
the president-elect, today was 
escorted b y a policeman ou t of 
the way of an on-coming string 
of railroad cars that had come 
within 20 feet of her a t the 
Lehigh Valley Station, shortly 
after her arrival here this m orn­ 
ing. 
She had ju st alighted from her 
special train and was standing 
on one of the tracks, with mem­ 
b ers of her party and with May­ 
or Herman Bergholtz and Miss 
Flora Rose, director of Cornell 
u niversity’s college of home eco­ 
nomics. 
Neither Mrs. Roosevelt 
nor any of the other memb ers 
of the party noticed the string 
of cars b eing b acked in their di­ 
rection u ntil Motorcycle Police­ 
m an Edward J. Moore took Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s arm and moved her 
off the tracks.

Miami, Fla., Feb . 16 (/P) — A 
gu nman who “hates” all govern­ 
ment tried to assassinate Presi­ 
dent-elect Roosevelt last night i 
and failed as the five shots he j 
fired stru ck five other persons, 
one of them Mayor Anton Cer­ 
mak of Chicago. 
W ith an old fashioned .32 cali­ 
b re 
pistol 
Gu iseppi 
Zangara, 
shot wildly into the crowd gath­ 
ered ab ou t the au tomob ile of Mr. 
Roosevelt in the pictu resqu e Bay 
Front park ju st as the next 
President had conclu ded a b rief 
speech. 
Mayor Cermak, standing ju st 
b ehind the Roosevelt car, was 
among the first hit. 
A b u llet 
lodged in his ab domen and an 
operation was contemplated as 
physicians reported he had a lit­ 
tle 
b etter 
than 
a 
fifty-fifty 
chance to live*. 
Shocked and startled b y the 
gu n play, Mr. Roosevelt waited 
to pick u p the Chicago mayor, 
and sped to the hospital with 
him. He remained there to visit 
the other victims and cancelled 
his train departu re for New Y ork j 
u ntil today. 
Firing b lindly into the throng, 
the assassin made each of his 
five shots good althou gh he 
missed the m ark for which they 
were intended. 
The other wou nded are: 
Mrs. Joe Gill of Miami, shot 
in ab domen. 
Miss Margaret Kru is of New­ 
ark, N. J., shot in hand. 
William Sinnott, New York po­ 
liceman, shot in head. 
Ru ssell 
Caldwell 
of 
Miami, 
shot in head. 
The victims were said b y phy­ 
sicians to have a “fifty-fifty” 
chance for recovery. 
Confu sion prevailed for a few 
minu tes as the crowd milled 
ab ou t. Secret service men and 
police pou nced on the gu nman. 
Women screamed. 
Looking b ack from his car, 
Roosevelt waited for Cermak to 
b e lifted in his car, waved reas­ 
su ringly to the crowd and told 
those near: “Tell them I am all 
right.” 
Retu rning to the yacht of Vin­ 
cent Astor from which he had 
ju st landed from a fishing cru ise, 
the President-elect early today 
issu ed the following statem ent: 
“I am deeply moved b y the se­ 
riou s inju ries inflicted u pon my 
friends tonight and I am re­ 
maining in Miami to learn in the

He drove to the 
crowded park and spoke a few 
words of greeting to thou ­ 
sands gathered there.

s w a r t h y f o r m e r b ricklayer 
warped in mind b y u nreasoning 
hate, climb ed on a b ench b eside 
Mrs. W. F. Cross of Miami. He 
rested a pistol on the shou lder 
of a m an in front of him and 
b egan firing at the Roosevelt car, 
some 25 feet away. 
Tu rmoil and u proar were im ­ 
mediate. Mrs. Cross threw her­ 
self u pon the m an b eside her, 
clu tching his arm and spoiling 
his aim. The president elect was 
saved, b u t those close to him 
were less fortu nate. 
As citizens, police and secret 
service men hu rled themselves 
on Zangara and the cry of “kill 
him ” rose from the infu riated 
crowd, Mayor Anton Cermak of 
Chicago fell with a b u llet in his 
ab domen. 
Nearb y Mrs. Joe Gill of Miami 
also dropped to the pavem ent 
with a similar wou nd. 
Miss M argaret Kru is of New­ 
ark, N. J., was shot in the hand 
and head wou nds were inflicted 
on William Sinnott, New York 
policeman, and Ru ssell Caldwell 
of Miami. 
The reaction of the president­ 
elect was immediate and his con­ 
cern was entirely for the inju red,
